prepared to make public an announce- 
ment that will effectually dispel anv 
doubt, if there can be such, of the fact 
that I have reached the 
pole. But. 


knowing that I am riplit and that right 
must prevail. I will submit 
nt 
the 


proper time my full story to the court 
of last resort, the people of the world." 


"I will not enter into any controver- 


sy over the suhjcct with Commander 
Peary, further than to sav that if h.- 
says I have taken his Eskimos my re- 
ply is that Eskimos are noniade. They 
nr. owned by nolindy and are not the 
private property of either Commander 
Peary or myself.

Eskimos en- 


gaged liy me were paid ten times what 
they agreed to accompany me for. 


"As to the story that 
Commander 


Peary said I took provisions stored 
by him. my reply is that Peary took 
my provisions, obtaining them 
from 


the custodian on the plea that I had , 
been so lout; absent that he was going 1 
to orRani/e relief stations for me.

were sent back when the start of the 
last stage began. 
Captain Sverdrup 


may command the expedition; It is Dr. 
Cook's desire that he shall do so and 
they conferred for some hours yester- 
day regarding the details of the ex- 
pedition. 


Dr. Cook's purpose in bringing his 


Eskimo comrades to 
America is to 


have them relate their stories of the 
trip to the pole. He proposes to have 
them examined by any 
men familiar 


with the Arctic and the Eskimo, in- 
cluding the members of Peary's party, 
if they wish. Dr. Cook's apparent con- 
fidence is the greatest factor working* 
in his support In Copenhagen. Thos 
who have had the opportunity to talk 
with him are only of one mind, that 
he is an 
absolutely 
sincere, 
simple 


man, 
or deserves a pedestal in history 


as one of the greatest actors. 


All day long despatches from Amer- 


ica
